SUCH A DROP is normal at this season 


of the year. Butter prices rose 
steadily from about December 15 of 
last year until about the middle 
of March this year, and since that 


time have been going down. 


PRODUCTION of butter and other dairy 


products continues to run below a 
year ago. 


DURING THE FAST two months there kas 


been a marked increase in the amount 
of money spent by consumers for butter. 
Trade figures on amounts sold and 
prices show that in February the ex- 
penditures for butter ran about 2C 
percent above the same months in 1933 

This fact, together with an increase 
in expenditures for eggs and meats, 
gives one indication that the buying 
power of consumers in general is pick- 
ing up.

how much of the family’s milk supplies come from relief 
agencies. 


To help the women of the country understand some of the 
reasons why children have been short-—rationed on milk and 
some of the ways for getting adequate supplies to then, 
a special issue of the CONSUMERS’ GUIDE devoted solely 
to milk will be released next week.
